Divisions ‘drain our witness’

The divisions in the Christian world are’ 


‘“‘draining our witness to the world of 
credibility,’’ said the chairman of the U.S. 
bishops committee on ecumenical and 
Interreligious affairs in San Diego this week. 


Archbishop William W. Baum of Washing- 
ton, D.C., making his report to the national 
~Workshop for Christian Unity, added that 
these divisions ‘‘can be an obstacle to the 
faith of many.’’ 


‘““THOUGH OUR faith in the gospel will 
always endure in the hearts of some men and 
women in the world,’’ the divisions are ‘‘a 
cloud that obscures the source of hope we 
ought to share with them.’ 


The address was made during the 
three-day workshop which included sessions 
of the National Association of Diocesan 
Ecumenical Officers. 


‘‘Recognizing the importance of ecumen- 
ism, indeed its imperative irreversibility,’’ 
said Archbishop Baum, ‘‘we can regard our 
efforts with humility and its results with 
equilibrium as we meet from year to year.”’ 


He particularly praised the work in local 
ecumenism where ‘‘promising develop- 
ments’’ such as pulpit exchanges are more 
frequent. He said they have a ‘‘real impact 
and build bridges.’’ 


WELCOMING the delegates, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher said: ‘‘Your presence in this 
diocese is a great benediction to us. We know 
that you come with a great understanding of 
the faith cf our separated brethren.’’ 


Also attending was Bishop Louis Gelineau, 
of Providence, R.I., liaison officer for the 


committee of the NCCB, and Father John © 


Sheehan, associate director. 


Paulist president, Father Thomas Stransky 
from Scarsdale, spoke of the ‘Humpty 
Dumpties of the theological wonderland’”’ 
who have caused all kinds of confusion in 
recent years, owning to confusion about 
words and their interpretations. 


IN THE DISCUSSION on evangelism and 
its ecumenical dimensions he said the word 
“‘evangelist’’ in the American sense has 
close to a pejorative meaning related to 
‘“‘pious perspiration, fire and brimstone and 
people carried along on waves of emotional- 
ism. 

He said there is ‘‘ecumenical sectarian- 
ism’’ developing in which the people of the 
middle line tend to write off the conserva- 
tives.”” 


Archbishop Baum said ‘‘it has been said 
that the theology of justification and 
sanctification is not an ecumenical problem 
any more. Let us pray that this may be true. 


“There is a need to make precise our 
common belief on the nature and conse- 
quence of our sanctification and justification 
achieved in Christ.’ 


HE PRAISED the ‘‘Hartford Statement’ 
drawn up aid signed by 18 Christian thinkers 
at Hartford Seminary Foundation last month. 


‘“‘T hope the statement will receive wide 
publication, that it will be studied, and that it 
will help to promote our ecumenical 
dialogue,’’ he added. 


He also announced that in the spring the 
first session of the Catholic-Muslim dialogue 
will start in the United States. 


Bishop Maher had to excuse himself from 
the conference on the second day in order to 
attend the funeral of Seventh Day Adventist 
Congressman Jerry L. Pettis in Loma Linda.

The traditional Western ethic always placed great 


emphasis on the intrinsic worth and equal value of every 
human life regardless of age or condition. 


This ethic is still clearly dominant but there is much to 
suggest that it is being eroded at its core and may eventually 
be abandoned. 


Since the old ethic has not yet been fully displaced, it has 
been necessary to separate the idea of abortion from the idea 
of killing. 


The result has been a curious avoidance of the scientific 
fact that human life begins at conception and is continuous, 
whether intra or extrauterine, till death. The considerable 
semantic gymanstics required to rationalize abortion as 
anything but the taking of a human life would be ludicrous if 
they were not often put forth under socially impeccable 
auspices. 

Medicine’s role with respect to changing attitudes towards 
abortion may well be a prototype of the future. One may 
anticipate further development of these roles as birth control 
and birth selection are extended inevitably to death control 
and death selection either by the individual or by society. 


The American medical profession and society now speaks 
of unwanted human beings, unwanted babies, born and 
unborn, and unwanted elderly. Hitler was aided by a 
prepared medical profession that, from beginning to end, 
cooperated in the elimination of selected groups. 


If the secular humanists succeed, it will be no different 
here. Euthanasia will follow abortion as the law in this 
country. You and I will be condemned to death, our days will 
be numbered not by God but by the society in which we live.

UP FOR SYNOD—Scheduled to begin in April, RAP-Up

For one day's work, a 
return of nearly $600,000 
isn't bad, and it is an 
especially good beginning for 
Stewardship ‘75, according 
to William ‘‘Bill’’ Standing, 
diocesan development direc- 
tor. 


Initial reports from 88 
parishes show that Catholics 
throughout the diocese 
pledged $592,864 on Feb. 9, 
the first Stewardship Com- 
mitment. Sunday, Standing 
said. 


AND THE records show 
that 10 of those parishes 
exceeded their quotas on the 
first day of the campaign. 
With such a good $start, 
Standing expects final pledge 
figures to show an excellent 
response to Stewardship *75. 

For example, Escondido 
Catholics pledged 1,380 per 
cent of the $1,000 quota of 
Resurrection parish on Feb. 
9. On that same day at Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, Calexico, 
170 per cent of the $6,000 
quota was pledged, and 128 
per cent of the $15,000 goal 
was pledged at Holy Family 
in San Diego. 


OTHER PARISHES over 
quota on the first Steward- 
ship drive include St. Mel’s, 
Norco, 113 per cent of an 
$8,000 quota; Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help, Brawley, 
199 per cent of $2,000; and 
St. Mark, San Marcos, 100 
per cent of $2,500. 

Also St. Augustine, Eagle 
Mountain, 137 per cent of 
$1,000; Queen of Angels, 
Idyllwild, 318 per cent of 
$500; Our Lady of Guadalu- 
pe, Riverside, 966 per cent of 
$250; and St. Ann, Running 
Springs, 100 per cent of 
$250. 


‘The early success indi- 
cated by these reports can be 
attributed to a growing 
awareness of the programs 
supported by Stewardship as 
well as a need for funds on 
the parish level. 

‘WITH THE changes in 
Stewardship this year, both 
needs are being met,’’ said 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, 
coordinator of the drive. 


Standing said the $592,864 


meetings will mark the final stages of Synod Il. A series of 
training sessions in RAP-Up procedure, to be held 
throughout the diocese, began last week at Holy Family 
church hall for San Diego-area parish Synod board 
members, facilitators and recorders. At that session Sister 
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$600,000 for a day's work gets 
Stewardship ‘75 off and running 


pledged represents 9,037 
individual gifts and 29.6 per 
cent of the $2 million 
Stewardship goal. 


“The figures are encour- 
aging,’’ he said, ‘‘and even 
though we started late this 
year, we are-about $60,000 
ahead of last year’s Steward- 
ship campaign at a similar 
stage.” 

PLEDGE REPORTS have 
yet to come in from the 76 
other parishes in the diocese 
participating in the Steward- 
ship drive. ‘‘The majority of 
parishes not reporting have

plained. 


He emphasized, though, 
that parishes have been 
asked to follow a tight time 
schedule and that the pledg- 
ing part of Stewardship ’75 
should be completed before 
Easter. 


“Last Sunday, Feb. 16, 
was the second Commitment 
Sunday. In coming weeks the 
parishes will conduct door- 
to-door and telephone solici- 
tations in efforts to secure 
pledges from every Catholic 
in the diocese.”’

Say it isn’t so 


Sometimes critics tend to overstate their case in 
order to make a point. Perhaps this is what lies 


_ behind the harsh words of Warren Schwed, veteran 


communications consultant, and first communica- 
tions director of the U.S. Catholic Conference. If 


. survey cards were passed out after Mass, he 


contends, they would show that most parishioners 
“‘tune out’’ the homily or sermon. 


Likening the contest for attention to trying to stay 
in the ring with Muhammad Ali, Schwed cited 
these obstacles faced by the typical priest or deacon 
seeking to preach in 45,000 parishes: 


Poor acoustics; pulpits placed so that eye contact 
is impossible; temperature either too cold or too 
hot; and audience of all ages and_ all 
interests — ‘’demographic chop suey’’; the need to 
say something quickly. 


To Schwed, the heart of the problem is that ‘‘the 


competition is the mass media’’—everything from . 


Cronkite to ‘’Maude’’. While the Church’s 
message may be ‘‘important and unchanging’, the 
manner of presentation must change. 


In a special report for Catholic Communications 
Foundation, he called for a crusade to train all 
priests and religious as mass communicators. Then 
they would become ‘‘Mass’’ communicators, 
presumably. His description of. the successful 
communicator: part entertainer, part educator and 
always aware of the need to make the message 
clear for each audience segment. 


Moved to tears 


One of the most emotionally charged moments in 
the hearings being conducted by the U.S. bishops 
at Catholic University, Washington, recently was 
when Bishop Donal Lamont of Rhodesia spoke. The 
hearings, honoring the Bicentennial of the United 
States, provide an open forum for many viewpoints, 
and Irish-born Bishop Lamont, put such a strong 
case against the injustices suffered by non-whites 


in Rhodesia that, it is reported, he moved many of 


the audience to tears. 


Bishop Lamont pleads 


The bishop is an eloquent speaker and vehement 
defender of the rights of Rhodesian blacks. | knew 
him when he first arrived in Rhodesia more than 20 
years ago, to spread the Word through his 
Carmelites. He is not the most popular figure with 
the Rhodesian Government and wondered aloud, at 
the Washington hearings, why he has not been 
banned from the country, as have other critics. But 
Rhodesian whites have a healthy respect for the 


Southern 


Catholic Church, which helped build their country 
in the 1890s. Irish Dominican Sisters were among 
the first to settle the new territory, alongside 
English Jesuits. 


Too kind to last 


It was some commentary on our life and times 
that a policeman in Capitola, Calif., was recently 
fired from his job because he was tookind. ‘‘I guess 
| was too friendly,’’ was the comment of Henry 
Murren, removed from the 12-man force. ‘’I 
wanted people to like the police, not to fear them,’’ 
he said. 


Instead of arresting drunk motorists he took them 
home. He wouldn’t write a marginal traffic or 
parking ticket. Hundreds of letters poured into the 
city praising his gestures. But since he made so few 
arrests, he was regarded as a burden to the force. 
There’s a disturbing: comment in this, on our 
attitudes and our system. 


Most significant voting bloc 


The most significant voting bloc in the whole 
United States is comprised of 40 million Catholics of 
voting age. This is claimed by Paul A. Fischer, 
former. congressional staff assistant, who has 
launched a new political action movement called 
Quo Vadis (where are you going?). It is aimed ‘‘to 
bring Christianity out of the shadows and homes 
and into the spotlight of politics and society at 
large.’” He has described it as a ‘‘Common 
Cause-type’’ of operation, completely lay formed 
and developed. 


He considers that the present crisis in America 
developed because an ‘‘anti-Christian type of 
thinking’’ has been allowed to determine how our 
nation is governed. ‘‘Too many public officials have 
either tolerated, advocated, or been indifferent to 
the growth of values that undermine fundamental 
Christian beliefs. 


Golf and behavior 

It’s always interesting to notice how Billy Casper 
and Johnny Miller are singled out by the golf 
commentators for their Mormon faith—and as men 
of high example and unimpeachable behavior. The 
non-drinking, non-smoking, non-swearing, clean- 
living. type of conduct which they typify is not lost 
on the millions who follow golf by TV and sports 
columns. 


El Al and threats 


There is probably no airline in the world more 
security conscious than El Al, the official Israeli 
carrier. When you travel with them you have to 
book in at least two hours ahead of flight time and 
all items of luggage are opened and searched. 
You are quizzed as to the reason for your travel 
and, as you go to the plane, each passenger is 
searched, cameras opened, and so on. iS 


Returning from Israel by El Al a couple of months 
ago, we stopped over for a few hours in London, 
enroute to New York. Security was so tight we were 
not even allowed to use telephones to contact 
relatives or friends while at the airport, and even a 
visit to the restroom resulted in a search on the 
return journey to the transit lounge.

Barriers to God | 


We live a life which readily erects 
barriers to greater knowledge, greater love and 
greater faith in God. Like mushrooms they 
grow around us in all forms of distractions, 
attractions and seductions which take our 
minds and hearts off the only essential meaning 
of our lives—access to God. 


We are into Lent already, a time which 
traditionally was given to self-denial and 
discipline to prepare us for the great feast of 
the resurrection and to remind us of Christ's 
sacrifice on the cross.

We might wonder what a book dike 
the Song of Songs is doing in the 
Bible: ‘‘Let him kiss me with the 
kisses of his mouth... My Beloved is a 
sachet of myrrh lying between -my 
breasts... How beautiful you are, my 
Beloved, and how delightful! All green 
is our bed.’’ 


Since The Fall men and women 
have realized that they were naked 
[Genesis 3:7]. This realization, in 
turn, has caused the ruin of many a 
kingdom [2 Samuel 12:10 and 1 Kings 
11:1-8]. Thus, lust is a powerfully 
destructive force. 


Yet, in some way it is that same 
power which drew the maiden to great 
heights of love: ‘‘What makes your 
Beloved better than other lovers, O 
loveliest of women?’’ [5:9] It is also 
this power which in some way enabled 
Mary Magdalen to overcome her 
shame and find her way to Jesus. 


The Song of Songs shows us the 
emotional power of lust, but trans- 


formed into a grand and noble state of 
“eros’’. Eros is desire for the right 
and the good with a strong sensual 
flavoring. 


It takes power and endurance to 
take hold of the good. There are so 
many obstacles that only the brave 
prove to be worthy of the good. 
Therefore, under the influence of a 
desire for the good lust becomes eros 
as described in the Song of Songs. If 
our desire for the good transcends the 
selfish then eros becomes love and in 
some way Divine. [1 John 4:16] 

Notice the progression: ‘‘you will be 
our joy...how right it is to love you... 
My Beloved is mine and I am his... 
Then I shall give you the gift of my 
love... Love is as strong as death...a 
flame of Yahweh himself.’’

Special for Lent 
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Question: 
Why has there been such a decline in 
private confession? 


| have yet to see an in-depth discussion 
about the matter that is completely 
comprehensive. But over a period of 
several years | have come to several 
conclusions that may be worth consider- 
ing. 

Back in 1963 the Vatican Council 
constructed general principles of liturgical 
reform and stated concerning confession: 
‘The rite and formulas fot the Sacrament 
of Penance are to be revised so that they 
more clearly express both the nature and 
the effect of the sacrament.’ 


Ten years later, practically on the 
anniversary of the Constitution on the 


Sacred Liturgy, the Congregation for 
Divine Worship issued a new ‘‘Rite of 
Penance,’’ dated Dec. 2, 1974. During 
those years competent theologians emp- 
ployed psychology, anthropology, and 
sociology in their deliberate reflections 
upon the nature of sin and the sacrament. 


On the parish level, meanwhile, a 
goodly number of sincere priests and 
teachers took the tentative findings and 
opinions of these theologians and applied 
them with varying degrees of success. 


First, their stress on the public nature of 
sin virtually obscured the fact, at times, 
that sin is also personal. This gave rise to 
encouragement to opt for communal 
penance services to the detriment of 
private penance. 


Secondly, the faithful were given 


enthusiastic but piecemeal details about 
the discussion over the nature of mortal 
and venial sin. The result was that they 
simply threw up their hands: ‘‘If the 
theologians don’t have the answers, 
what’s the use in going to confession?’’ 


And, finally, some priests unlawfully (1 
do not say invalidly) proceeded to give 
general absolution in cases where it is not 
allowed. Now human nature being prone 
to sloth, people have sometimes tended to 
flock -to communal. services in which 
general absolution is given—along with 
the very real impression that ‘‘All is 
well!’’ and there is no need for private 
confession. 


It would be interesting and helpful to 
hear from other priests about the reasons 
for the decline in confession. 


Purpose of penance to present ‘spotiess’ Church

This is the second of a series on 
penance which will be published 
throughout Lent. Father Krosnicki is 
associate director of the Liturgy 
Committee of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, and holds a 
doctorate in Liturgical Theology from 
the Pontifical Liturgical Institute of S.

The new Rite of Penance was prepared by 
the Congregation for Divine Worship in 
Rome to provide the Church with a ritual, a 
contemporary rite for the celebration of the 
sacrament. It should be pointed out that 
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This Lent, 


many important theological questions facing 
the Catholics of today were presupposed in 
drawing up this new rite. 

It says nothing about such basic religious 
questions as modérn man’s understanding 
of sin, the distinction between serious 
(mortal) and venial sins, or the present crisis 
of faith reflected, perhaps, in religious 
practice and observance. These are but a few 
of the very serious theological questions that 
are presently being studied by competent 
theologians. 

The _uncertainty that some Catholics 
experience when personally faced with these 
questions makes the celebration of penance 
even with a new ritual just that much more 
difficult.

CERTAINLY before the new Rite of 
Penance can be fully implemented in our 
Catholic parishes a much more thorough 
preparation and explanation will be neces- 
sary. ~ 

A greater explanation, for example, must 
be given with regard to the “‘lost”’ 
dimension of the sacrament: the social, 
communal, ecclesial dimension. This is 
simply presupposed in the new liturgical 
Rite of Penance. 

In our catechesis sin must be taught not 
only as a personal offense against God but 


_also as a part of a collective violation of the 


covenant between God and His: people, 
renewed in Christ. 


PART OF the purpose of the penitential 
practice, the reconciliation of sinful mem- 
bers of the Church, is to be able to present 
the Church to the world as the bride of Christ 
without ‘‘spot or wrinkle”’ as a living witness 
to the gospel message and the gospel way of 
life. With this understanding the rehabilita- 
tion of the sinful Christian and his 
restoration to full community life becomes 
meaningful. 

Not infrequently the question is posed: 
‘“‘Why can I not confess directly to God?”’ 
‘Why must I confess to a priest?’’ This 
opens up a much broader area for 
consideration. What must be discussed is 
one’s membership to the particular com- 
munity of the local church, the effect 
sinfulness has upon it, and how one is 
reconciled with the church community and 
with God when one has sinned seriously. 


IMPLIED IN the priest’s ministry of 
forgiveness in the Sacrament of Penance is 
certainly the idea that the Father has given 
all judgment to the Son and that Christ in 
turn has given judgment to the apostles and 
their successors in the priesthood (John 
20:22). Thus all judgement on sin is 
ultimately the Father’s judgment on sin, 
‘‘even to accepting death on a cross’’ (Phil. 
2:8). 


One other point by way of example. The 
new rite presupposes a change of mentality 
both on the part of the penitent and the 
confessor. The minister of the Sacrament of

Penanace must be willing to spend more 
time with each person who has come to him. 
He must be ready to prepare a fitting 
celebration or Penance service for the 
reconciliation of several penitents. 


THE CHRISTIAN, who might not 
‘‘confess’’ as frequently as before, should 
strive to experience the benefits of a 
personal encounter with Christ in a way that 


is more growth-oriented. Openness, frank- ‘ 


ness, humility are prerequisites for the 
penitent. 
Lent is 


indeed a fitting time for 


_ considering the new Rite of Penance. The 
celebration of the sacrament, however, is in 


no way limited to this particular penitential 
season of the Church’s liturgical year. The 
Christian is called to a continual renewal and 
reconversion, always identifying himself 
more fully to the personhood of Jesus Christ.

LENT BEGINS—‘‘Remember man thou art dust and to dust thou shalt return’’, says 
Msgr.

‘Worship only’ preserves Orthodox Church 


Father Solis, editor of the ecumenical weekly ‘‘Pueblo”’ in San Jose, Costa Rica, 
was invited to visit Russia for three weeks by Novosky, a Moscow-based association 
of journalists, and his specific request to visit religious institutions was freely 
granted by Soviet authorities. In this article he describes how the Orthodox Church 


survives in atheistic Russia.

For a Western Christian it is difficult to 
really understand religion in Russia, I was in 
for my first hard lesson when I sought 
figures on church attendance and the 
reception of sacraments. 


I thought that, as in the Roman Catholic 
Church, these could be a measure of 
devotion. But nobody could give me these 
figures, or seemed interested enough. I had 
read in some foreign brochure that from SO 
to 70 million Soviet citizens professed a 
religious faith; but I was looking for Russian 
sources. ~ 


I LEARNED that church attendance on 
religious holidays is not mandatory under 
pain of sin among Orthodox believers. If 
they attend the beautiful .liturgy, which 
might last three or four hours, it is because 
they want to. 


But only a few hardy souls stay for the 
duration. The Russian Orthodox liturgy at 
the Church of the Holy Trinity in Leningrad 
was strikingly beautiful, but instead of 
concentrating on the solemnity of the 
celebration, most of the faithful went 
straight to their favorite saint or icon, lighted 
candles and, after a few prayers, joined in 
the central liturgy for part of the services. 


Archpriest Alexei Danilovich Ostapov, a 
professor at the Academy of Theology in 
Moscow, told me that on workdays elderly 
women dominated church congregations, 
but that on holidays younger people came in 
good numbers. 


HE ALSO TOLD me that rural communi- 
ties showed better attendance than city 
people, and added that at a rural parish he 
visited on weekends near Moscow, to see the 
baptism of 50 children and five or six adults 
was a common experience. “‘They want the 
Church to preside at the milestones of their 
lives: baptism, marriage and death.”’ 


In spite of the enforced separation and 
isolation of religion from the state and the 
civil society, government authorities exert 
constant watch on the churches’ activities at 
various levels. The most obvious link is the 
lay board at Orthodox churches or parishes 
in cities and rural areas. The boards take 
care of maintaining the church and its 
belongings. The clergy concerns itself with 
worship. 


The communist leadership teaches that a 


good, patriotic militant must profess no 
religion except his total loyalty to the 
socialist state. For a citizen, being an atheist 
is being ‘‘in communion’’ with the state. 


YET THERE is tolerance of organized 
religion. Besides the Orthodox Church there 
are smaller groups of Protestants, Roman 
Catholics, Georgian Orthodox and Ar- 
menians, and a substantial number of Jews, 
as well as some Moslems and Buddhists. 


The three theological centers, known as 
academies, are publishing works on religion 
which, I am told, find a_ substantial 
readership, and in the last few years there 
have been two Orthodox editions of the Bible 
and perhaps half a dozen of the New 
Testament. 


Such tolerance is based on_ historical 
reasons as well as political expediency to 
show the world some degree of individual 
freedom. The Soviets consider religion a 
private affair, entirely left to the individual. 


ON THE OTHER hand, the Orthodox 
Church guards the faith with all the zeal it 
can exert. As the rector of the Theological 
Academy at Zagorsk told me, no Church 
organization will rely on militant members of 
the Communist party. No militant atheist 
would be admitted to an Orthodox seminary. 


I was told that at the Academy of Theology 
each year there are four times more young 
applicants to the priesthood than space in 
classrooms allow. ‘‘And these youths come 
from schools in which the official creed is 
atheism. They have behind them 10 years of 
basic education and several months of 
military service,’’ one of the professors said. 


Orthodox seminary training embraces 
only strictly religious matters, and in their 
programs there is no mention of Marxist 
doctrine and practice, the all-pervading 
ideology in Russia. 


IN MY VISITS to churches and religious 
monuments I saw constant signs of the great 
care state and church officials take 
preserving art treasures. 


The state does not hide this interest in 
religious art. Catalogs and art books are 
published regularly to spread appreciation 
for these works. Almost by mutual design, 
however, church and state in Russia seem to 


hold on ot religion as a projection of the past. - 


For the state, because of the value of its 
monuments. For the Orthodox people, 
because of the treasures of its worship.

ST. MEINRAD, Ind. (NC) 
—The church should not 
sacrifice standards for num- 
bers in trying to deal with the 
vocations crisis, according to 
Archbishop John Quinn of 
Oklahoma City. 


“‘No priest is truly profes- 
sional unless he is truly 
priestly, truly the humble 
servant of the Lord who 
emptied himself taking the 
form of a slave. 


‘*WHEN MEN who do not 
measure up to these ideals 
are promoted to ordination, 
the Church must necessarily 
suffer and the sword of the 
Spirit is blunted,’’ Archbish- 
op Quinn told the 10th 
annual vocations conference 
at St. Meinrad’s Seminary 
here. Fourteen bishops, 
three religious superiors and 
27 vocations directors attend- 
ed. 


‘There has to be a clear 
concept of the primary mean- 
ing of the priesthood and the 
candidates should have to 
give evidence to themselves 
and to those who recommend 
them for ordination that they 
understand that primary 
meaning,’’ he said. 


‘The priesthood is incon- 
ceivable without a living 
spirit of faith, deep convic- 
tions about consistent and 


prolonged prayer, deep con- 
victions about the mystery of 
the Church born of the 
understanding of the indes- 
tructible union between 
Christ and the Church. 
“THE RISING demand for 


more professional skills and 
more specialized ministries 
among priests deserves noth- 
ing but enthusiastic support 
when it is based on a clear 
concept of the primary call- 
ing of the priest.”’

Reading the Bible—at least make a start 


On this page are listed the books of the Old and New Testaments in 
the Bible, indicating the number of chapters in each. 


These are arranged in such a way that they may be checked off as 
they are read, and the reader can record his progress. 


IT IS SAID that the Bible can be read right through in about 80 hours. 
But this can be spread over years, if need be. Using the check lists 
provides a simple way of noting personal progress until the whole Bible 
has been read. 


When reading the Bible it is good to have a balance between Old and 
New Testament readings, as there is at Mass. It is also useful to star 
with those readings which are most easily absorbed. 


For instance, St. Mark’s Gospel is the shortest and fastest moving of 


_ the gospels, or biographical accounts of Christ’s ministry. 


SOME OF the shorter letters by John or James, for instance, can be 
read, as well as the better known letters of Paul. His letter to the 
Romans is regarded as the greatest statement on how selfish, arrogant 
and sinful humans can find acceptance with God. 


The Acts show the many trials and tribulations of the early Christians 
and how they set about their task of spreading the Good News—a 
challenge to all of us today. 


A FEW PSALMS at a time among your readings will be helpful to get 
to know these most beautiful expressions of God’s will and love, and 
help us to pour out our own inner feelings to God. 


The main thing about reading the Bible is to begin. And Lent is a 
good time to start.

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I read with interest Michael Newman’s 
comments concerning the pro-life move-_ 
ment. I have been active in Right to Life for 
several years and have also been puzzled by 
the lack of leadership from our clergy and 
the lack of support from the liberal elements 
in our society. 


Those of us who are Catholic, feel strongly 
that our hierarchy let us down by not 
mobilizing Catholics to protest before the 
liberalization of abortion became law. We 
now feel the lack of strong leadership in our 
efforts to add a human rights amendment to 
the Constitution. 


YET WE Catholics are the majority in 
many key parts of the country. If we used our 
voting power. as intelligently and as 
consistently as the Jews, for example, we 
could be the strongest political force in the 
nation. 


As to the liberals, I feel it is paradoxical 
that they are not our staunchest allies. As 
one who respects all life; opposed the war, 
voted against reinstatement of capital 
punishment, etc., I feel my views are 
consistent while theirs are not. 

On the other hand, the observation that 
the movement is dominated by right-wingers 
was correct. I was particularly annoyed with 


the ratings given the candidates in the last 
election. 


Using abortion as the one criteria—I can 
envision George Wallace getting a **pro- 
life’’ rating if he runs for the presidency next 
year! While a good, humane person like Alan 
Cranston is labeled anti-life—regardless if in 
all other areas he is consistently working for 
the betterment of all citizens. 


I WOULD therefore urge the pro-life 
leaders to make an effort to recruit liberals 
into the movement as natural allies and to 
broaden their outlook to include the entire 
spectrum of human life. 


Also there is still time for some 
enlightened and vigorous leadership from 
our hierarchy and clergy. Too long we have 
remained passive while our society deterio- 
rated around us. Stopping abortions should 
be the number one priority for us 
all—literally a matter of life and death! 


If San Diego drew 1,000 participants to 
their rally they did considerably better than 
Los Angeles. Those of us from the northern 
diocese who attended were dismayed to see 
only half that number present.

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Apathy of laity a prime problem 


I most certainly agree that the Pro-Life 
Memorial March was tremendously dis- 
appointing. In partial defense of Escon- 
dido—and all of North County—the San 
Diego March was a “‘county-wide’’ affair, 
and those of us who were concerned were at 
the Community Concourse, Admittedly, and 
most regretably, we were very few. 


One of the causes, of course, is the 
apathetic attitude of the laity, and their 
reluctance to ‘‘force their morality on 
others.’’ One wonders, if the issue were 
rape, assault or child abuse, would they be 
so reluctant. 


THEY REFUSE to see “‘the first right of 
the human person is his life—this one is 
fundamental; hence it must be protected 
above all others.’’ But the laity cannot be 
faulted to a great extent, because they have 
very obviously lacked leadership on the part 
of the clergy. 


One would almost believe that the clergy 
did not want to ‘impose their morality’’ 
upon the laity, and hence, very few heard 
any mention of the march from the pulpit. 
Our Catholic pastors and priests were most 
conspicuous by their absence. 


Nor did many of us hear even a word that 
the bishop had written a pastoral letter on 
the subject. We saw a ‘‘summary’’ of it in 
the Southern Cross, very much overshadow- 
ed by the headlines of the Bob Hope-Allen 
Kent story. You did put out a fine story on 
the March on Jan. 30, but that was two 
weeks too late to augment the demonstra- 
tion. 


YOU QUOTE Father Andrew Greeley as 
calling us ‘‘rigid fanatics.’’ I would be less 
than honest if I did not agree. Many times 
each and every one of us has wondered if we 
are indeed “‘fanatics,’’ and many times we 
are made to feel so by others. 


However, we take heart from the fact that 
if we are ‘‘fanatics,’’ so then is the Sacred 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
and we are in very respectable company. 


I would like to refer you to the 
congregation’s Declaration on Procured 
Abortion. Introduction, Para. 1: 


One cannot but be astonished to see a 
simultaneous increase of unqualified pro- 
tests against the death penalty and every 
form of war and the vindication of the 
liberalization of abortion, either in its 
entirety or in ever broader indications.”’ 


YOU STATE that our orientation might be 
too “‘conservative.”’ This is disputed by the 
fact that, counted among our supporters are 


such diverse personalities as Mark Hatfield. 


of Oregon and James Buckley of New York; 
such diverse idealologies as Feminists for 
Life (a women’s lib organization which has 
been expelled from NOW for their views on 
abortion), and the ultra-conservative Young 
Americans for Freedom. 


Closer to home, we have liberal 
Democratic Senator Roberti ‘from Holly- 
wood, and conservative Republican John 
Stull from North County. 


You suggest that perhaps we should 
address ourselves to other issues such as 
gun control, starvation, etc. However, 
because of the diversity of our supporters, 


we find that we are united on one issue 


only—the right to life. We are united in our #>1 


realization that this issue deals with the most 
helpless of all of God’s children—those who 
cannot raise a voice or an arm in their own 
defense. To take on other issues would 
weaken our unanimity. 


HOWEVER, since you have raised these 
issues. I would ask you to consider the 
following: d 


1. Not every person who owns a gun will 
use it with the direct intention of killing 
another person. 


2. While wars do kill people, it is not the 
direct primary intention of the warriors to kill 
innocent and defenseless persons. 


3. There is starvation in the world, and 
we, as individials must do all that we can in 
Christian charity to alleviate that situation. 
However, starvation is not a directly 
intended killing. 

4. Abortion victims are diabolically 
tortured before being killed and abortion is 


always a directly intended killing of one 
person by another. 


Moreover, the Catholic Church, from its ~. 


inception, has always and unequivocally, 
condemned abortion. We are advised that to 
participate in abortion ‘‘either directly or 
indirectly’’ is a matter for excommunication. 


WE ARE ALL involved indirectly, although 
involuntarily, because one-third of all 
abortions are paid for by our tax money 
thereby putting us in the untenable position 
of disobeying the moral teaching of our 
Church, an attack on religious freedom. If 
we do not attack this travesty of justice, we 
give our consent by our silence. 


On the other hand, the Church has no 
doctrine nor dogma concerning the regula- 
tion of firearms. While the Church does not 
condone wars, she has never banned 
Christians under pain of excommunication 
from going to war. In fact, she has been 
involved in many, i.e. the Crusades, and 
some of her most revered saints have been 
watriors, i.e., St. Jeanne d’Arc. — 


On the issue of starvation, I would heartily 
commend my countrymen who have always 
opened their hearts and their purses to the 
less fortunate all over the world, and: 
undoubtedly will continue to do so. 


IN CONCLUSION, I would invite you, in 
fact, I would challenge you or a member of 
your staff, to spend one month as an active 
member of Right to Life Council or with the . 
Pro-Life League, and find out for yourself 
the effort that must be expended by very few 
activists to make the laity aware of what is 
going on in our legislatures on the issue of 
abortion and euthanasia, or even to get a 
pastor here or there to mention the word 
“abortion’’ from the pulpit. 


In North County, you could try to find four - 
people who would be willing to take speaker 
training from Pro-Life and then find four 
more who would request them as speakers 
for the Lions Club, Kiwanis Club, or the 
Business & Professional Women’s Club, etc. 

It would certainly make an interesting and 
enlightening feature story.

‘4 Present to a mother’s need 


We were talking...about problems of 
communication between men and women 


and the stereo-typing that raises walls 


between them, even—or particularly—in 
the intimacy of marriage. 


It is heart-breaking to witness the 
desperation of a woman who is making a 
plea to her husband for his comfort, 
support and presence in the home and 
observe his cheerful refusal to consider 
her attitude as serious or important. 


FOR HIM, this falls into the category of 
““woman’s talk,’’ emotional, illogical and 
foolish. The questions she raises’ are 
relegated to that part of his life that is 
removed from the ‘‘important’’ areas of 
his work or avocation. He has neither time 
nor. inclination to even discuss the 
problem, possibly refusing to acknowl- 
edge that a problem exists. 


But marriages founder on just such 
reefs. There are basic differences in 
attitude or, to use an eloquent colloquial- 
ism, mind-set, between men and women 
which can separate and divide partners 
even in a genuinely loving union. 


However much he may deny it, a man 
does tend to view family relationships 
and situations as secondary to career or 
occupation—the ‘‘Things’’ to which he 
devotes most of his time. It is in his career 
and public image that he seeks prestige 
and acceptance, in which he is prepared to 
put forth greatest effort. 


Men, sociologists suggest, tend to 
separate love and logic, objectivity and 
feeling, as though they were incompat- 
ible. Women, on the other hand, are 
capable of fusing logic and feeling into a 
single entity, of integrating heart. and 
mind. 


IT IS NOT that she is illogical, merely 
that she appears so to men. For women, 
sociologist Georg Simmel says, ‘‘being 
and idea are one.’’ And Jean Guitton goes 
even further to say that woman is more 
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nearly human than man, who is so easily 
estranged from what is human. . 

For the wife and mother, engaged as 
she is in dedicated personal service to her 
husband and family, the human relation- 
ships in which she is involved are pivotal 
points of life. Whatever else she may do, 
whatever her vocation or occupation 
outside the home, this human _ inter- 
relatedness of the family is central. 

Her ‘‘we’’ consciousness brings a 
woman closer to achieving a wholeness of 
personality and outlook. And when she 
complains of her husband’s lack of family 
participation or involvement in the 
problems and needs of the family, she is 
relating to his need as well as her own. 


THERE IS, for most of us, a great 
temptation to escape from the challenge of 


_ profound relationships and absent our- 


selves from the testing places of true 
self-giving. But in witholding ourselves 
from others, we also deprive ourselves. 
Each time we withdraw from such 
contacts, we move further into a limbo of 
isolation in which our own development is 
inhibited. 

Emotional and spiritual growth be- 
comes really possible only when we learn 
to detach ourselves from pre-occupation 
with self, with achievement and status and 
make ourselves wholly available to others. 

There is always risk entailed in this kind 
of self-donation, but it is a risk which must 
be faced and accepted. Concern for the 
well-being and happiness of those for 
whom we are responsible, being present 
not only physically but in mind and heart, 
must be the primary concern of any 
Christian. 

It is not necessary to be personally 
convinced that a problem exists, it is 
enough that the other person should 
believe it, for this points to a disharmony 
and lack of unity. 


WHEN WE WALK away from 
another’s need, or ‘ery for help, we not 
only reject them, we also reject the Word 
of God within us, that source of 
compassion and self-donation. 


When we fail in this first and greatest 
responsibility, particularly within the 
family, we fail as persons, however 
impressive our public or professional 
success.

Death, dying, euthanasia and Christian values 


‘‘In educating Catholics, there needs to be a stress 
on the family values in the process of dying, of dying 
as an important fact of Christian life.’’—Father 
Robert P. Kennedy, social action director of 
Brooklyn Catholic Charities. 


“Truly religious people, who live religiously seven 
days a week are so much at peace they are not 
troubled [about dying]. They die with fantastic peace 
and equanimity.’’—Dr. Elisabeth Kubler-Ross, 
internationally recognized expert and author of ‘‘On 
Death and Dying.’ 


These are two views recently expressed on 
Christians and their preparation for death. The 
following article is written from interviews and 
statements recently made by doctors and priests and 
by the Swiss-born author of the well-known book 
which is considered by many to be a handbook on the 
subject. 


Asked about the family’s role in aiding the dying 
patient, Dr. Ross asserted that the most important 
thing is for everyone to be honest and genuine, no 
matter how clumsy the manner. 


“If you come in and say, ‘Oh, look at this lovely 
weather,’ the patient picks up very quickly that you 
only want to talk about nice things,’’ she said. ‘‘If, 
on the other hand, you can admit that you don’t 
know what to say or do, that you feel clumsy and 
uncomfortable, but that you want to help, the patient 
will usually help the family.’’ 


CHILDREN SHOULD be included ‘‘right from the 
beginning,’’ she said. ‘‘We have a peculiar society 
in which children grow up in a deprived kind of way. 
| think my children grow up in the most deprived 
neighborhood—white, upper middle class, subur- 
ban. They have everything material, but don’t know 


anything about life’s hardships. - 


“They don’t know anything about hunger; they 
don’t know anything about old age because old 
people are shipped to nursing homes; they don’t 
know what it’s like to be dying because no one dies 
at home anymore. It’s like having them grow up ina 
greenhouse.’ 


Dr. Ross is opposed to ‘‘those stupid signs’’ in 
hospitals that keep children out, depriving patients 
“of happiness when they need it the most.’’ 

ASKED ABOUT the effect of religion of dying 
people, Dr. Ross said that ‘‘truly religious people, 
who live religiously seven days a week, do not need 
Dr. Ross. They are so much at peace they are not 
troubled. They die with fantastic peace and 
equanimity.”’ 


People who talk constantly about the afterlife, on 
the other hand, ‘‘die with terrible problems. When | 
thought they were the truly religious people, my 
interpretation was that religious people die with 
many more problems because, on top of everything 
else, they have to worry about not having lived right, 
about punishment after death, about not having 
gone to church or synagogue often enough. 


‘‘What | did not appreciate was that people who 


sound religious are not the truly religious ones. The

dying, but with what turns human beings into Nazi 
monsters and what can turn the same potential into a 
little bit better human being. 


“The question is: how can | teach my children to 
be human beings who will look back on their lives, 
happy they have lived?’’ 


IN HER WORK, Dr. Ross has included funeral 
directors, a system she finds much better than 
“cursing them out or complaining about them.’ 
Nevertheless she is offended by some _ funeral 
practices. 


“The things | find really unnecessary and much 
too much,’’ she said, ‘‘are the embalming and 
make-up, the slumber rooms and euphemisms. 
People walk by this big, fancy display and say, 
‘Doesn’t he look natural?’ That’s sick.

“But we do need rituals,’” she emphasized. ‘‘I 
think people are going a bit too much in the other

HER WORK for the last decade with dying 
patients has altered her own. religious life, she 
added. ‘‘Iit’s like day and night. When | started | was 
a wishy-washy Protestant. After working with dying 
patients, | have become much, much more religious, 
more than | ever dreamt | would be. And about life 
after death, | don’t just believe; | know.’’ 


One of identical triplets, Dr. Ross traces her 
interest in death and dying back to post-war Europe 
when she did relief work. 


“Il came to the concentration camps where 
thousands and thousands of people were killed by 
the Nazis. When you have seen gas chambers with 
your own eyes and smelled the smell and seen 
trainloads of baby shoes from the killed children, 
you are always preoccupied, not with death and 


direction when they have nothing at all. They go 
through a much longer grief period.’’ 


THE PRIEST, Father Robert P. Kennedy, spoke 
during a recent conference in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
to explore the moral, public policy and medical 
aspects of euthanasia. 


“‘We are clearly pro-life,’’” he said, ‘‘yet we are 
clearly in favor of the Christian value of dying, and 
in honoring the freedoms and decision-making 
rights of the dying. 


‘‘In educating Catholics, there needs to be a stress 
on the family values in the process of dying, of dying 
as an.important fact of Christian life.’’ 


FATHER KENNEDY added that ‘‘in abortion, we 
face a medical profession that is perhaps anti-life, 
but in euthanasia, it is a medical profession that is so 
pro-life it wants to win the struggle against death. 


Above all, there-is a need for a ‘’strong Church 


position,’’ on the issue, conference participants 
indicated, and discussed questions such as: 


— What are the legal rights of dying persons? 


— What kinds of interventions .in the dying 
process are covered by some 16 bills currently under 
consideration in various states? 


— At what point should ‘‘extraordinary’’ means of 
continuing life be ceased, and who should make such 
decisions? 


‘“‘A GOOD NUMBER of our people have been 
brought up with the idea that euthanasia is 
absolutely wrong in all circumstances,’’ said Father 
Thomas F. Cribbin, director of the Office of the 
Handicapped of Brooklyn Catholic: Charities. 


“There are a lot of gray areas, and we have to 
educate our people,’’ Father Cribbin said. ‘‘People 
are looking for something definite and clear cut 
from the Church. We should be honest and say we 
just don’t have all the answers.’’ 


Catholic teaching presently says that the direct 
causing of death by painless means.to end human 
suffering —euthanasia—is regarded as murder, as 
contrary to natural law and as totally illicit. 


HOWEVER, it is permissible to use drugs to ease 
suffering, even though the patient might die earlier, 
as a secondary effect. And it is permissible for a 
seriously ill person or other responsible persons to 
refuse ‘‘extraordinary’’ medical procedures, though 
the refusal might entail the shortening of life. 


Because the 16 bills now in various state 
legislatures touch on the rights of the dying, the 
issue is ‘‘desperately’’ in need of clarification, said 
Dr. Robert M. Veatch of the Institute of Society, 
Ethics and the Life Sciences, Hastings-on-Hudson, 
N.Y. Much depends on what the theologians say, he 
noted. 


DR. VEATCH said it is ‘“extremely dangerous’’ to 
allow physicians to make ad hoc value decisions 
relating to stopping or continuing treatment of dying 
persons, because the doctors may misunderstand 
the values held by the patient. It is worse, he said, 
to have such decisions made by hospital committees 
of physicians, sometimes referred to in the 
profession as ‘’God squads.’’ 


Dr. Veatch strongly favored giving legal status to 
documents such as the ‘‘Living Will’’ of the 
Euthanasia Educational Council and the somewhat 
similar but more Church-oriented ‘Christian 
Affirmation of Life’’ of the Catholic Hospital 
Association. In both, the patient, while competent, 
requests that no extraordinary or heroic means be 
used to prolong his life if there is no reasonable 
expectation of recovery. 
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Boston jury convicts doctor of 
killing fetus surviving abortion 


BOSTON (NC)—It was manslaughter. The 
verdict returned by a jury of nine men and 
three women said the doctor caused the 
death of a ‘‘24-week-old male child’ 
following a legal abortion. 


Dr. Kenneth C. Edelin insisted he ‘‘did 


‘nothing that was illegal, immoral or bad 


medical practice.”’ 


SUFFOLK Superior Court Judge James P. 
McGuire told the jury: “‘If you believe 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the 
defendant, by wanton conduct, caused the 
death of a person, you may find the 
defendant guilty of the crime of manslaugh- 
(OLD, 

The jury did. 

Roy Scarpato, president of the Massachu- 
setts Citizens for Life, said the verdict ‘‘puts 
the pressure’’ on the U.S. Supreme Court for 
a better definition of ‘‘viability’”’ and the 
rights of women. 


“WE DON’T take pleasure in the 
conviction of Dr. Edelin,’’ Scarpato said. 
“He is not the real culprit—the U.S. 
Supreme Court is.”’ 


The prosecution had claimed that Dr. 
Edelin had not followed ‘‘good medical 
practice’ in performing the controversial 
operation. . 


It charged that the physician had severed 
the placenta from the uterine wall and then 
stood motionless at least three minutes 
before removing the fetus, thereby causing a 
“‘viable baby’’ to suffocate. 


PROSECUTION and defense attorneys 
described Judge McGuire’s instruction to 
the jury as ‘‘fair’’ and ‘‘right down the 


exist he or she must be born,”’ 


The jurors were further instructed that 
birth is a process which causes the 
emergence of a new individual from the body 
of its mother. 


“ONCE OUTSIDE the body of its mother, 
the child has been born within the commonly 
accepted meaning of the word,’’ the judge 
said. 


From the beginning, when prospective 
jurors were excluded from the final panel if 
they expressed strong objections to legalized 
abortion, and throughout the trial, the 
judge, prosecution and defense made it clear 
that Dr. Edelin could not be tried for 
performing an abortion itself. 


Regarding Dr. Edelin’s conviction, Card- 
inal John Krol of Philadelphia, former 
president of the U.S. bishops’ conference 
said: 

The issue was not one of abortion, but one 
of destruction of human life following an 
abortion. 


“THE JURY is saying that Dr. Edelin has 
no right to kill an aborted fetus that is alive. 
This case illustrates the full impact of the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision (on abortion),”’ 
Cardinal Krol said. : 


*‘The lack of respect for human life is not 
confined to the unborn child, but is being 
extended to the child after separation from 
its mother. Nothing short of a return to 
total respect for human life, born and 
unborn, will eliminate abuses. 

“‘Some have expressed concern that the 
(Edelin) decision may inhibit abortion. We 
pray to God that it will, and that at least

Sen. Sam speaks at USD 
Ervin against amendment to 
protect life of unborn children

“If you sow good, you’re gonna reap 
good.’’ Delivered in a pronounced Southern 
drawl, that piece of tortured biblical rhetoric 
seems to sum up the personal and political 
philosophy of former Senator San Ervin Jr. 
of North Carolina. 


The bad grammar and famous scriptural 
references seem to belie the fact that the 
retired senator is one of the foremost 
constitutional experts in the nation. 


HE INSISTS that the Supreme Court must 
be the final arbiter of the Constitution. ‘‘But 
individuals have the right and the duty to do 
every thing within their power legally to seek 
reversal of a decision they feel to be wrong,”’ 
he said. 


In that light, how do you feel about 
proposed constitutional amendments de- 
signed to protect the lives of unborn 
children? 


“Personally I think such an amendment 
would be wrong. Abortion is an issue to be 
dealt with by individuals. But I also think the 


- Supreme Court should have kept their hands 


off the abortion issue and left it as a matter 
for the states to decide.”’ 


HE ALSO said the Supreme Court can’t 
relent on its stand on federal aid to 


nonpublic schools. ‘‘The first Amendment ~ 


guarantees iridividuals the right not to be 
taxed for religion. 

“I do favor government aid to individual 
students who have the right to attend the 


school of their choice, and I also think it is a 


good idea to teach a little religion.”’ 


How do you explain the Court’s denial of 
aid to private elementary and high schools, 
which are mostly Catholic, and its move to 
uphold aid to private colleges, which are 
mostly Protestant? 


‘AID TO a private college is legitimate 
because it either goes for government

research grants or directly to the student 
who has chosen to attend that particular 
school.”’ 


The chairman of the Senate Watergate 
hearings spoke to newsmen in a press 
conference Feb. 13, prior to lecturing at the 
University of San Diego. 


Asked if religion had any impact on his 
political career, he said: ‘‘I was raised in the 
Bible Belt as a church and Sunday school 
regular. My people always had a deep 
regard for the King James Bible. 


“WITH that kind of upbringing as a child, 
the future judgments of the man can’t help 
but be affected.’’ 


The veteran lawmaker feels Congress will 
come up with a solution to America’s 
economic crisis, “‘but it will take some 
time,’’ he said. 


‘‘Our troubles are the result of 40 years of 
federal fiscal mismanagement by both 
parties, and they can’t be cured overnight.” 


ASKED IF Congress and the President 
weren’t playing ‘‘political football’’ with the 
economy at the expense of the American 
public, he supported his former colleagues. 


“Elected officials are prone to playing 
political games as the nature of their 
business, but I know they are anxious to 
solve the problem.’’ 


Sen. Ervin stands strongly behind the 
two-party system of American politics saying 
it is absolutely essential to the nation’s 
future. 


“THE WORST fate that could befall us is 
the rise of small splinter parties in the 
political circle,’’ he warned. 


He also claimed great pride in his Senate - 


Watergate Committee. ‘‘The televised 
hearings, the actions of the House Judiciary 
Committee and the federal courts regarding 
Watergate did much to build public 
confidence in government. We proved the 
system worked.”’

In SAN FRANCISCO, if we 
cannot demand that every 
priest and religious become 
involved in social action, ‘‘we 
can demand that they be- 
come informed,’’ Archbishop 
Robert F. Sanchez of Santa 
Fe, N.M., said. 


Addressing the annual 
convention of the National 
Organization for Continuing 
Education of the Clergy, he 
said “‘if we cannot all be 
Catholic social activists, we 
must at least become Catho- 
lic social catalysts.”’

In PARIS, Miss Jeanne 
Zurcher, 57, has been or- 
dained the first woman 
pastor in the Lutheran 
Church of France in a 
ceremony at Courbevoie in 
the Paris suburbs. 


Although the French Re- 
formed Church has been 
ordaining women pastors 
since 1968, the Lutheran 
Church of France avoided 
taking the same step, until 
now, particularly for 
ecumenical reasons.

He said: ‘Psychological 
conscience, detached from 
moral conscience which 
operates on the basis of 
religious responsibility, is no 
longer a good counselor... 
This conscience stops. with 
psychological analysis, which 
is in fashion today, and does 
not take into account ethical 
obligations.”’

In LONDON, the British 
government under increas- 
ing pressure from the people 
and Parliament, agreed to 
take action to remedy the 
worst abuses of the 1967 
Abortion Act. 


This was announced in 
Parliament when the House 
of Commons approved by 203 
votes to 88 a bill introduced 
privately—without official 
party backing—to amend the 
act. 


Dr. David Owen, social 
services minister, said: ‘‘] 
profoundly wish that my own 
profession had put its house 
in order. We will certainly 
not rest until all exploitation 
of patients has been stopped 
and the abuses of the act 
curbed.”’

A look at books 


THE DEACON IN SEARCH OF IDENTITY 
by Father Richard L. Rashke SVD. N.Y., 
Paulist Press. 104 pages. $3.50pb. 


The restoration of the permanent diacon- 
ate has already made a mark on the Catholic 
Church in the United States. Is it for better 
or for worse? . 


Father Rashke thinks that it is a major 
step toward renewal in the Church, but he 
sets out to look at the objections to the 
diaconate. He believes that many deacons 
function on the ministerial level better than 
priests do, so he is interested in the tensions 
that develop. 


He also penetrates some important areas, 
such as the married diaconate and the ethnic 
minorities, and the future of women in the 
ministry. This is a hard-hitting volume that 
deserves mature reflection, especially from 
priests. 


CALIFORNIA’S CATHOLIC HERITAGE by 


Father Francis J. Weber. Los Angeles, 
Dawson’s. 218 pages, $12. 


Since 1962, Father Weber has been 
providing weekly articles for the Catholic 
press on the history of the Church in 
California. Now, 125 of these articles are 
gathered and presented in book form. 


The subject is treated under seven 
aspects, from the early missionaries to the 
trailblazing pioneer bishops. Sections are 
devoted to priests who worked in California 
and the laity who shared their labors. There 
are also vivid cameos of the Church in 
action. 


We are indebted to Father Weber for 
preserving so much that is fascinating about 
our local churches. We are. also in debt to 
Cardinal McIntyre and Cardinal Manning for 
supporting this research so warmly. This 
book deserves a place in every parish 
library.

ALICE DOESN’T LIVE HERE ANYMORE— 
harsh, gripping adult drama about a 
tough-minded woman. 


This is a bold attempt to picture the role of 
a single woman in contemporary American 
society. 

After the untimely death of her chauvinist 
husband, Alice (superbly portrayed by Ellen 
Burstyn) sets out on a voyage to support 
herself and her teen-age son. The journey, 
which is physical and psychological, 
provides a gripping vision of a landscape in 
which women are cast into secondary and 
subservient roles and offers an illuminating 
insight into one woman’s dawning con- 
sciousness of her own plight. 


The casual moviegoer may be somewhat 
distressed by many of the tawdry situations 
the film treats and by its rough language. 
Morally unobjectionable for adults with 
reservations. 


TV MOVIES include The Train Robbers 
(Feb. 22, NBC, 8 p.m.)—melodramatic 
Western starring John Wayne and Ann 
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Margaret. Morally unobjectionable for 
adults and adolescents. 


Hustling (Feb. 22, ABC, 9 p.m.)—TV film 
about New York’s street-walkers. Lee Remick 
stars. Mature audiences suggested. 


A Fistful of Dollars (Feb. 23, ABC, 8:30 
p.m.)—violent Clint Eastwood Western. 
Morally objectionable in part for all. 


Butterflies Are Free (Feb. 24, NBC, 9 
p.m.)—Goldie Hawn, Edward Albert and 
Broadway veteran Eileen Heckart in a 
sparkling adult comedy about a young blind 
man and the two women who figure in his 
life. Morally unobjectionable for adults. 


‘ Someone I Touched (Feb. 26, ABC, 8:30 
p.m.)—a rather harsh, hard-hitting TV 
drama about V.D. This one should be 
approached cautiously. 


In This House of Brede (Feb. 27, CBS, 9 
p-m.)—a successful British businesswoman 
(Dianne Rigg) gives up her career to become 
a cloistered Benedictine nun. Worth 
watching, with some nice thematic threads 
running through for thoughtful viewers. 
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
